Angels : Their Nature and Mission. 


Alfred Kitson, 


THERE has been published many curious and fantasti 
ideas and conceptions concerning angels, their nature ané 
place in the pla»: of God in dealing with the children, 

earth. Some of these evidence the intolerance of th 
Jewish priesthood towards other nationalities that we hay 
seen exhibited in other matters. : x 

“As a specimen of rabbinical angelology, I sh 
translate,” says My. Allen, ‘‘part of the account of the firs 
or lowest of the seven firmaments contained in the celestis, 
regions, that being represefited as the least populous 
This region.is dominated Tri: Leavens, and is affirmed 
be the residence of seven archangels: Orphanicl, having?

Mr. Allen gives some remarkable traditions of th 
rabbinical angelo-geography; especially regarding fh

He gives the following from th 
Targmus on the Pentateuch, attributed to J onathan, wh 
lived about the time of Jesus :—
